NOTES ON ETHIOPIA -------~--- 


The Lion of Judah, Haile Selassie, was born in 1892 
and died August 27, 1975. He was Ras Tafari Makonan, 
cousin of Judith (Waizero Zauditu) Empress of Sthiopia, 
daughter of Memelik II, and she reigned from 13915 to 
1930. Haile, as Ras Tafari, was her co-ruler, and he 
took the naine of Haile Selassie (meaning Power of the 
Trinity) on becoming Zmperor in 1930 at the death of 
Judith. His reign was interrupted (1936-1941) when 
Ethiopia was under Italian cccupation under Mussolini, 
Dictator of Italy. 


Empire of Ethicpia, located in eastern Africa on the 
Red Sea; consisting of center high mountains and high 
plateau, split diagonally by the Rift valley in the 
west. The chief river, Abbai {Blue Nile) is about 
471,788 square miles. Population of about 30 million; 
capital Addis Ababa; language - Amharic, English, Ita- 
lian, Arabic and others. Religion is about half Ethio- 
pian Orthodox (Coptic Christian) Church, one third Mos- 
jem and the rest Animist. The Amharas, including Tig- 
rean, are of semitic and Hamite origin. Other groups 
include Falashas (Black Jews), Yemenite and Arabs. Amon 
the proudest tradition is that of the descent of the 
Ethiopian Emperors from Xing Solomon and Queen of Sheba, 
who, according to legend, was Ethiopian Queen Makeda of 
Akum. Their son, Memelik I, was the start of the Royal 
Family about 1000 BC. Christianity was introduced by 
Coptic missionaries in the Fourth Century AD. Semi- 
independent parts were united by Memelik II, 1889-1913. 
Coptic church owne about one third of the land. No 
political parties - the Emperor has unlimited power. 
Some mining, mostly pastoral and agricultural. Life 
expectancy is about 35 years - 95% illiterate. The 
main port is Djihouti at the western end of the Gulf 
of Aden, connecting with southern end of the Red Sea, 
in French territory of Afars and Assas. Other ports 
are Massawa and Assab southern end Red Sea.

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EXCHANGE MEDIA — 


In the history of man as an inhabitant of Planet Earth 
and the relationship of men as members of a common com- 
munity, there evolved through necessity the creation 

of a measure of value that could serve as a medium of 
exchange. During different periods of history this med- 
lum Of exchange has been represented by varlous articles 
and commodities. Cattle as a medium of exchange can be 
traced back through the centuries when man gathered in- 
to small communities with no form of transportation 
other than his own two legs. Valued for their flesh, 
bones and hide, cattle ideally adapted as a measure of 
value and because they could be transported under their 
own power, could be used as a circulating medium of ex- 
change. Homer, the ancient Greek poet and historian, 
mentions cattle value in his episode of Glaucus and 
Diomed, when Glaucus gives his golden armor, worth one 
hundred oxen for the bronze armor of Dliomed, worth 

only nine oxen. Oddly, in this period of time, Homer 
mentions talents of gold which were used as prizes to 
combatants and as dedications in temples. Apparently 
this use of precious metals was too valuable to serve 
as a medium of exchange. 


As commerce developed and methods of transporation 
broadened, man introduced the precious metals as a sub- 
stitute for cattle as a medium of exchange, adopting 
certain fineness standards and because the price of 

the metal had been based by the cattle standard of 
value, being the standard most unlversally known, the 
unit of value In the metal remained oxen. 


Ever increas!ng commerce and the expansion of man's 
horizon, It became necessary to give some definite form 
to this metallic medium of exchange, and the use of 
stamped bars and rings were adopted. The ancients were 
averse to accepting a piece of metal as payment of a debt 
even if the debtor swore that the piece was worth one 
oxen or one shekel and this necessitated that the trans- 
actions medium of exchange In metal had to be checked by . 
weight and fineness. 


This practice brought Into being the art of colning. 
a 


EXCHANGE MEDIA ~— CONT. «+. 


In the western world, It is generally agreed that art 
began In 700 B.C. Because gold and silver were scarse, 
copper being plentiful became the medium of exchange 

In general useage as an acceptable medium of exchange. 
While copper Is still one of thé main elements In coin- 
age of small denominations, It became too cheap and 
plentiful for practical use In large transactions. 

The 8 Daler coin of Sweden In an example. A copper 
slab measuring 12 by 24 Inches and weighing 31 pounds 
was Impractical for a medium of exchange. 


Soon after 200 B.C. silver became the principle medium 
of exchange and held sway for a period of 2,000 years. 
The |9th century Inaugurated the era of gold as the 

most acceptable medium of exchange throughout the modern 
world - relegating silver to a subsidiary place along 
with copper. 


Today in the world of man, commerce economics and trans- 
portation have combined to bring about a diverse med- 
ium of exchange -- legal tender, based upon Its accept- 
ance as payment of debts. Token or flat coinage for 

a circulating medium of exchange in smal! transactions. 
Something called paper gold as a medium of exchange 
between countries, along with balance of credits. 


What tomorrows man may use for a medium of exchange 
is debateable... Perhaps he may revert to the bar- 
ter system used by early man.... Who knows?

on commemoratives, as submitted by Mbr 925 Bil] 
Schultz - reference Yeomans Guide book of U.S. Coins. 


The 1893 Isabella quarter was petitioned by the Board 
of Lady Managers of the Columbian Exposition. There 
were 24,214 minted, and were sold for $1 as souvenirs 
but were legal tender. 


The Washington-Carver half-dollar which was issued 195] 


through 1954 from P/D/S mints had the largest mintage 
in a single year in 1952. Was a much smaller mintage 
in the other years. The money obtained from the sale 
was to ''oppose the spread of communism among Negroes 
in the interest of national defense,'' 


In 1936, P/D/S mints struck twenty different types 
of half dollars. 


The Lafayette dollar, first commemorative of one dol- 
lar value,was the first authorized United States coin 
to bear a portrait of one of our presidents - Wash- 
ington. They were sold by the Lafayette Memorial 
Commission for two dollars, but were legal tender. 
There were 36,026 minted. 


The first commemorative coin was the 1892 Columbian 
Exposition half dollar which sold for one dollar at 
the World Columbian Exposition at Chicago. In 1893 
there were 1,550,405 minted - a great number remain- 
ed unsold and were later released from the Mint at 
face value. 


The Oregon Trail half dollar was issued the most 
number of years (eight) - from 1926 through 1939 
though not every year.

U. S. S. GURKE IS DECOMMISSIONED 


On 13 October 1960 forty six members of the S.D.N.S. were 
guests on a family cruise aboard the Gurke. Many times 
we have been reminded of this pleasant excursion. Then 
editor Francis Jones described the event in the bulletin 
for November 1960. This past December we received an 
invitation to the decommissioning ceremony. Stuart had 
served as the 10th Commanding Officer from December 1958 
until October 1960. 


On 30 January 1976 we prepared to go to the ceremony with 
an apprehension that it might not be a wise idea. Stuart 
had enjoyed that command and had many fond memories of 
visiting in Australian ports while engaging in exercises 
with the Australian Navy. There was also the excitement 
of acting as escort ship when President Eisenhower made 

a tour of the Pacific. Would this event cloud those mem- 
ories? However, we had accepted the invitation and were 
committed to go. 


Upon arrival at Pier 11 at the Naval Station we saw the 
ship dressed with bunting at all rails and the crew lining 
the rails in dress blues. ComEleven band was playing on 
the pier and there were seats in front of the speakers 
platform for the guests. We were piped through sideboys 
to meet the last commanding officer Cdr C. E. Ward and 
ComDesRon 23 Commodore, Capt. D. P. Roane and then were 
escorted to our reserved seats. 


When the guests had assembled, after a slight delay because 
some members of the Gurke family were lost on the freeway, 
the ceremonies opened with the parade of the colors. The 
band played the National Anthem and the Marine Corps Hym. 
After the Chaplain gave the invocation, Cdr. Ward addressec 
the assemblage. He recalled that PFC Henry Gurke had been 
born in Neche, North Dakota on 6 November 1922 and enliste< 
in the Marine Corps on 15 April 1942. He recounted his 
service until he came face to face with the enemy in Nov- 
ember in Bougainville. On 9 November 1943 he sacrificed 
his life so that the man by his side with superior weapons 
could continue to provide effective resistance to the en- 
emy. For this action he was posthumously awarded the Me- 
dal of Honor and later had this destroyer named for him. 


= 


His mother christened the ship and his family has 

kept in close contact with the ship andher activities. 
Car Ward recounted some of the highlights in the 31- 
year service of the ship. There have been 20 command- 
ing officers and invitations were sent to all for this 
occasion but some had to decline. There were three 
previous skippers in attendance and they were intro- 
duced. Then members of the Gurke family were asked 

to rise. His two brothers and three sisters were pre- 
sent along with ten other family members. Some of them 
had come from as far away as New York state. Remarks 
were then made by the squadron Commodore who said that 
following the decommissioning the ship would be towed 
to Vallejo and sold to a foreign country. 


Then came the decommissioning which is a formal occas- 
ion that terminates the active Naval life of a ship. 
The order was given to "Haul down the colors" and 

this was done to the sound of taps very slowly played. 
Then the order was given to secure the watch and the 
crew marched smartly off the ship to the strains of 
"Columbia, the Gem of the Ocean". This marching off 
was done in such a spritely manner that the tears 

that came to our eyes with taps were forgotten. 

The officers and crew were now told to carry out their 
orders to report to other ships and stations. 


The guests were invited to attend a reception at the 
Admiral Kidd club following the ceremonies. We drove 
there and found in the Destroyer Room a message board 
with greetings from all of the previous skippers who 
were unable to attend. There was a table laid for 
lunch and an opportunity to recall some more of the 
good times. Stuart was impressed that one of the 
previous skippers who was CO from November 1972 to 
January 1975 was also in the squadron when he had 

had the Gurke. This man said that tales were still 
going around in the Pacific about the days when Stuart 
had some snakes as mascots on the ship. With the 
passage of years these stories had been embellished. 
We met with the family and chatted. Then Cdr Ward 
presented the sisters and brothers with mementoes 

of the ship. There were plaques for the departing 
officers and even a piece of the bridge rail suitably 
inscribed for them and one was given to Stuart.

BI-CENTENNIAL NOTES. , 


The painting of the Declaration of Independence, 1776 
by John Trumbull] - 1756/1843 - paintings date from 
1786 to 1794 - depicting the forty eight delegates 
from the Colonies who answered the first call for a 
Congress of the Colonies, June 7, 1776. 


Thomas Jefferson drafted the Resolution, which was 
reported June 28, 1776. After 86 changes, the Lee- 
Adams resolution was adopted on July 2nd. The De- 
claration which explains the Act was adopted the even- 
ing of July 4th. 


Of the delegates who signed the Declaration, young- 
est was Tom Lynch, Jr. (S.C.) born August 5, 1749 
and died at sea in 1779. The oldest signed was 
Benjamin Franklin (1706/1790). The first signer 

to die was John Morton - in April 1777. 


The first time the painting appeared on any U. S. 
currency was on the reverse of the National Curren- 
cy bank notes ($100 bill), Ist period 1875. See 
Friedberg's Paper Money of the United States - 

Page 106. Of the 48 delegates who signed the De- 
claration, Wythe (Va) on the left, and Livingston 
(N.Y.) on the right were omitted, though both 

were seated in the original painting. 


On the reverse of the 1976 series of the Two do.- 
lar Bill Federal Reserve Notes, the painting appears 
minus six delegates - four on the left -Wythe (Va), 
Whipple and Bartlett (N.H.); and Lynch (N.Y.) and 

on the right, McKean (Dela) and Livingston (N.Y.) 


John Trumbull, American artist and officer, was 
an aide to Washington and Gates, and was famed 
for paintings depicting the major events of the 
war.

Nineteenth Coinarama, this past weekend, will leave both) 
memories of good things, and of some not so good - and 
we'll report the nice things first... 


Though initiated a number of years ago, but not culminat- 
ed until now, was the awarding of SDCICNC's ''MEDAL OF 
MERIT''. This award is to be made to the person or per- 
sons who have given of their time and energies in fur- 
thering numismatics in San Diego County.

NOTES ON RAGS - - 


The beginning of an establishment for the engraving 

and printing of U.S. currency can be traced back to 
August 29, 1862, in a single room in the basement of 
the main Treasury Building, where four men and two wo- 
men began to separate one and two dollar U.S. notes 
which had been printed by private bank note companies - 
of some were ABNCo, NBNCo. 


Printing of currency notes by Treasury employees be- 

gan in the fall of 1863 and in 1864. The existence of 

a printing bureau as a distinct entity within the Treas- 
ury Department was recognized by Congressional legisla- 
tion with passage of appropriation act of March 3 1869. 
'The Engraving and Printing Bureau'' gradually absorbed 
the function performed by private bank note companies 
and by Oct. 1, 1866, all U.S. currency was printed by 
this Bureau. 


Now the Bureau designs, engraves and prints U.S. cur- 
rency, treasury bonds, bills, notes and certificates 

of indebtedness; U.S. postage, Customs revenue, sav- 
ing stamps and food coupons; miscellaneous engraved 
items for various departments and independend agencies 
of the Federal Government, it's insular possessions and 
the Panama Canal Zone government. In addition to work 
printed from engraved plates, numerous items including 
liquor strip stamps are produced on surface presses f rom 
offset plates. 


The Bureau printed all currency by the wet intaglio 
process on sheet-fed flat bed presses until 1957. Now 
hi-speed sheet-fed rotary intaglio printing presses, 
one plate per press, using dry process bearing 32 notes 
or subjects to a sheet, and were first used to print 
the one dollar silver certificate series of 1957, the 
first certificates to bear the motto ''In God we Trust". 


At present, the Federal Reserve notes are issued in 
1, 2, 5, 10, 20, 50 and 100 dollar denominations. The 


5 ps 


500 and 1,000 dollar bills are being withdrawn when pre- 
sented to the banks. The largest denomination in cir- 
culation were the 5,000 and 10,000 U.S. notes. A $100,000 
note (1934) Gold certificate (small size) was used only 
For bank transactions, with none released for circula- 
tion.

As I work with the SDNS library, I come across many in- 
teresting things, and much fascinating numismatic infor- 
mation. I thought you might be interested in the last 
American Numismatic Association convention held in New 
York City, at the Hotel Statler, Aug. 16 - 20th, 1952. 
The Souvenir Journal (official program) of that 61st 
Annual convention, as well as the Convention Sale Cata- 
log (with prices realized folder) were presented to the 
SDNS Library by Lew Panosh. 


First - the Convention Sale Catalog - a beautiful deep 
purple, hard-bound book (10% x 8% in) - as fine as any 
book to be bought today. There are 46 pages of magni- 
ficent illustrations of coins of almost all countries, 
Ancients, U.S., etc. I noted a small collection of 
Spanish American coins, the property of Dr. Ray Wilson 
of San Diego. Ray was a long-time member of SDNS. The 
auction, in 6 sessions, was conducted jointly by Numis- 
matic Fine Arts; Hans M.F,Shulman (now living in Spain); 
Henry Grunthal, and the New Netherlands Coin Co, Inc. 
The different auction sessions had interesting names -- 


Early Bird session (Saturday); Second Session (Monday 
afternoon); Big Penny Session (Thursday afternoon; Spe- 
cialists session (Tuesday afternoon); Crown session 
(Thursday afternoon) and the Midnight Session (Thurs- 

day evening. The Catalog was dedicated to the memory 

of Homer K. Downing. The page of information for "Bid- 
ders and Terms of Sale" was excellent, clear and straight 
to the-point. Evidently the New Netherlands Co. was in 
charge. 


Now the CONVENTION -- the New York Numismatic Club, 
Brooklyn Coin Club, Bronx Coin Club and the American 
Numismatic Society were the host clubs. Vincent R. 
Impelliteri, Mayor of New York City, had his picture 
and a word of greeting in the Journal. 


Col, Joseph Moss of Philadelphia was the President of 
A.N.A, It was Col, Moss who so enjoyed the S.D.N.S. 
Bulletin, put out by Tom Ward, that he told his secre- 
tary that as soon as that particular publication arriv-

ed, give it to him then leave him alone while he read 
it and enjoyed it. Colonel Moss told me this himself 
and then added "Tom must be a wonderful fellow - I'd 
like to meet him." 


The cost of the banquet ticket AND the registration 
badge was only $8.00. A reception by the American 
Numismatic Society was given at their building on 
Saturday afternoon. Since the proxy system was still 
in effect, the proxies and the ballots had to be in by 
noon on Tuesday. Dr. J. Hewitt Judd of Omaha was elect- 
ed President for 1953. There was an Educational Pro- 
gram, and refreshments were served. Capt. O.H.Dodson 
(now Admiral) USN, was the moderator and speakers were 
David Bullowa, Vernon Brown, Richard Yeoman, Max 
Schwartz, Thomas O. Mabbot and Glenn Smedley. 


In B. Max Mehl's advertisement, he noted that it was 
his good fortune and pleasure "to attend ALL of ANA 
conventions in New York City - 1910, 1922, 1939 and 
the 'No convention dinner' in 1945, and I hope to 
attend the 1952" - and he did! 


National Awards were given for Coin Week 1952, and 
Bryan O. Burke, Jr. of Fontana Calif. won an Indivi- 
dual Award" - Bryan is currently President of CSNA. ; 


The Exhibit Room was enormous and completely filled 
with fine exhibits. Lew had an exhibit of his Malta 
collection, but didft win a prize. I had a two-case 
exhibit of "Orders and Decorations" and won a first 
place. Also, the New York Times asked me to take 
some of the most beautiful out of the cases so they 
could photograph them, and tell about them, which I 
did. This picture later appeared in the San Diego 
Union, and also when I appeared on Harold Keen's

FLOWERS ON COINS 


When man invented coinage, he had to be certain 
that coins would be accepted, and circulate as a 
medium of exchange. To achieve this result, these 
first coins were nothing more than crude bean- 
Shaped lumps of metal electrum, a mixture of gold 
and silver, marked with a symbol which, in effect, 
guaranteed their intrinsic value and identified 
their issuer. 


As the art of coinage progressed from this crude 
beginning, these symbols gradually took more ela- 
borate forms, embracing the picturization of animals, 
birds, fish, inanimate objects, the human form, and 
the addition of legends, not only for identification 
but for adornment. 


Although the lion, eagle, etc., and the portrait of 
humans have been widely used on coins as a symbol 
of identifying the issuer of a coin, there have been 
coin issuers that picture the flower as their iden- 
tification mark. Notably, Japan has made use of the 
chrysanthemum as we Americans have made use of the 
Kagle. England, or Great Britain if you prefer, 

has at times used the Rose as its symbol, which has 
often been reflected in the coinage of its colonies 
or dominions, Canada, etc. 


In 1225 a gold penny struck at the London Mint with 

a value of 20 silver pence portrayed the figure of 
King Henry III (1217-1272) on the obverse, and on 

the reverse was a long cross with a rose between the 
pellets in each quarter. In 1464, King Edward IV 
issued the Rose Noble, a gold piece with a value of 
10 shillings, and on the reverse a rose on the side 
of a ship. In the ascension in 1485 of King Henry VII 
the first of the Tudor Monarchs marked the advance of 
artistic treatment of English coinages. In 1849, the , 
gold souvereign made its entrance - valued at 20 
English shillings. It's beauty was in the elaborate

Tudor Rose and shield on its reverse. By virtue of 
a Royal grant, or patent, purchased from the Duchess 
of Kendall, a favorite of King George I, William Wood 
(a speculator) was authorized to strike 300 tons of 
two pence, one pence and half pence for the American 
colonies. The low weight of the coins enabled Wood 
to make a good profit, but it caused the series of 
coins to be rejected. This series of coins is the 
colonies. In the Red book, you will find this series 
listed as coinage of William Wood, Rosa Americana, 
and Hibernia coins.

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THE BIRTH OF EXONUMIST 
by Russ Rulau, SDNS #583 


San Diego is the birthplace of the word Exonu- 
mist. As a San Diegan, I contrived this word 
from two classical roots - "exo" meaning out of, 
or away from, and "nummus," a coin. 


It was my intention to provide a single term, 
possessing dignity, to describe a collector of 
tokens, medals, scrip and other numismatic items 
"Out of" the mainstream of coins. 


During early October, 1960, token and medal col- 
lecting was just coming into its own and a few 
scattered collectors across the country were 
corresponding with an eye toward forming an or- 
ganization to serve token-medal interests. 


One of the many stumbling blocks to be over- 
come in creating a national organization was 

the selection of a descriptive name. To meet 
this objection, I coined the word Exonumist and 
first used it in October in a letter to James J. 
Curto of Grosse Pointe, Michigan. 


A short time later (Nov. 19, 1960) Jim Curto 

and others organized the Society of Medal, Token 
and Obsolete Paper Money Collectors at Detroit. 
This became the present Token and Medal Society 
(TAMS) in December, 1961. 


There was a mail vote conducted in late 1961 of 
all SMTOPMC members to select another name. The 
proposed "American Exonumist Association" lost 
out to TAMS. However, the word Exonumist was 
officially adopted as a description for token 
and medal collectors by TAMS at its Detroit an- 
nual meeting in August, 1962, and now forms a 
part of the official TAMS Seal. 


The word is pronounced EGZ-AHN'-OO-MIST, with 
the accent on the second syllable. The pronun- 
ciation was first suggested in November, 1960, 
by Anna Merle Panosh, during a meeting of the 
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San Diego Numismatic Society. 


It's first actual public use was Dec. 4, 1960 
when Paul Hamm, Ralph (Curly) Mitchell, Dr. 
Calvert L. Emmons and I organized the South- 
ern California Exonumist Society (now Calif- 
ornia Exonumist Society) at Fullerton, Cal. 
Since then, other groups have used the name, 
such as Arizona, New England and Lake Erie 
Exonumist Societies. 


Numismatic News frequently brings its read- 
ers an Exonumist Page. Coin World often pre- 
sents the word Exonumist on its Token and 
Medal page or in the text of news stories. 


There have been several derivative terms aris- 
ing from the word Exonumist. One, Exonumia 
(describing the whole field of token-medal col- 
lecting) was popularized by Ethel Stone and 
Alva Christensen of Temple City, Calif, and 

by Harold Schmal of Phoenix Arizona, in their 
price lists starting in early 1961. 


Now it is rather common to see the word Exo- 
numia on a dealers advertisement of tokens 
and medals, especially in price listings. 


I envisioned Exonumia when Exonumist was cre- 
ated. However, others have created other de- 
rivative terms of more recent vintage. Such 
terms as Exonumismatics, Exonumistic, etc., 
are products of the general acceptance of the 
word Exonumist in the numismatic field today. 
Mostly these terms are unnecessary, as Exo- 
numist is both adjective and noun, and Exonu- 
mia is sufficiently broad in coverage. 


Like all invented words, Exonumist had rough 
sledding at first and I received quite a bit 
of kidding about it. However, a few people, 
such as those I've mentioned so far, plus 


others like Dr. George Fuld, Leonel C. Panosh, 
oy 


Loyal E. Howard, Clay Read, Maurice Gould, Vir- 
ginia Culver, Alfred D. Hoch and some others, 
had faith in the word from its inception. 


Strange as it may seem, some negative criti- 
cism tended to solidify its proponents and 
give it far wider publicity than it might 
have otherwise achieved. 


D. Wayne Johnson, then editor of Coin World, 
lampooned the term Exonumist in a 1961 edi- 
torial. I recall that at the time I thought, 
"This publicity should put the word over". 


Today Exonumist is finding general acceptance 
after 16 full years of existence in the numis- 
matic field. Even the learned groups such as 
the American and Royal Numismatic Societies 
now use it. 


It's final acceptance was assured when the 
3rd Edition of Webster's Unabridged Diction- 
ary included the terms Exonumist and Exonumia. 
This listing received wide numismatic press 
attention in 1973. 


An earlier version of this article was pre- 
sented in the January-March 1967 issue of 
TAMS Journal. Paragraphs 9 , 16 and 17 are 
updated in this version, prepared in July, 
1976.

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WM. MC KINLEY COMMEMORATIVE..... 


In 1916, the Philadelphia Mint issued 9,977 McKinley 
commemorative gold dollars which were offered to the 
public to aid in paying for a Memorial building in Niles 
Ohio, the martyred president's birthplace. In 1917, 
10,000 were issued. The obverse of this coin has a 
profile of McKinley, and was designed by C.E. Barber; 
the reverse, designed by G.T. Morgan, is the design of 
the Memorial Building in Niles. 


William McKinley's portrait is also on the 500 dollar 
Federal Reserve Notes, 1918 to 1934 and on the 10 dollar 
National Bank Currency notes, 1902 - 1929 - three types. 


William McKinley, Jr. was the 25th president of the 
United States (1896 to 1901) was born in Niles Ohio on 
Jan. 29, 1843. He was a Republican, a Methodist and 
was married to Ida Saxton in 1871. Two daughters of 
this marriage both died in childhood. He served in the 
Civil War, rising to the rank of Major, attended law 
school, served as Governor of Ohio in 1891/1893. He 
was shot by assassin Leon Czolgosz, an anarchist, on 
Sept 6, 1901, at the Pan-American Exposition in Buffa- 
lo, New York , and died on Sept. 14. Both he and his 
wife rest in an imposing tomb in Canton Ohio. 


The McKinley Memorial at Niles was built in 1916 and 
1917, on the exact spot of the "ole White House school" 
attended by the President. In 1924, it was declared 
by many to be the noblest and most beautiful structure 
of its kind on the American Continent. 


Wm. Schultz (newly installed SDNS treasurer) lived in 
Niles when the Memorial was built and not only attend- 
ed the McKinley High School, but swam in the old swim- 
ming hole near the old ice house on Mosquito Creek 
where the President swam as a youth. Bill has a 1916 
McKinley gold dollar; and a souvenir ticket and a so- 
called Buffalo dollar of the Pan American Exposition 
at Buffalo, New York.

Of the various denominations of United States coinage, 
there is one denomination that, though struck each year 
over a period of thirty-five years, would now be im- 
possible to assemble a complete collection of year 
dates. 


Authorized by inclusion in a subsidiary silver coin- 
age bill passed on February 21, 1953, James Barton Long- 
acre designed the coin. Bearing no relationship to the 
other coins in our decimal system of coinage, this coin 
can be considered an orphan. Even in appearance it 

does not fit into the system, for in place of the fami- 
liar Liberty head, it has the head of an Indian, and 

on the other side, replacing the familiar Eagle, which 
is the symbol of strength of the Nation, appears a 
wreath enclosing the denomination and year of issue. 


From 1854 through 1889, the mint at Philadelphia each 
year struck this coin. The Mint at San Francisco 
struck it only during five widely separated years, and 
mints at New Orleans and Dahlonega only struck this 
piece during the first year of its issue. Having no 
practical use other than in the purchase of one hundred 
three-cent pieces, or three cent stamps, it disrupted 
normal decimal divisions making it an unpopular coin. 
If you haven't guessed by now, this coin is the three 
dollar gold ooin of the United States, and though an 
orphan, it now fits nicely into a type set collection 
of our gold coin

GAME COUNTERS 


Jetons, Spiel-Marke, are game counters tokens that in 
appearance and size often or generally resemble a coin. 
This similarity confuses not only the coin collector 
but the person who today comes in contact with one of 
these pieces. 


The use of counters as a means of counting or reckon- 
ing beyond the limit of one's fingers was an establish- 
ed practice in the world of the Romans. Called tes- 
sarae by the Romans, they were an important factor in 
the accounting system of the Roman times. Over the 
centuries the counter gradually came into use by the 
masses for accounting only in games, such as whist 

and poker, then into the poker chip of today. 


Jetons, or counters, were commonly used in France dur- 
ing the 13th century, also in Germany and the Nether- 
lands. Reckoning tokens became popular in England 
about the time of Henry VII!. The manufacture of 
these counters became an important industry for 
several hundred years in England and Germany. 


The manner in which these counters were used for rec- 
koning was by laying them on lines, increasing their 
value from the bottom, which is a line for units. 

The second line, or next line above the bottom line, 
is a line for tens; the third line up is a line for 
hundreds; the fourth line up is for thousands, the 
fifth line up is for ten thousands, and so on, up in 
lines. 


A counter laid in the space between the first and 
second lines is five; between the second and third 
lines is fifty; between the third and fourth lines 
is five hundred and so on in the spaces between 
lines above, being in all cases equal to five of 
those on the line under it, and half of one of those 
on the line over it. By this contrivance, less room 
is required to perform the operations, and they are 
done by half the number of counters.

STATUE OF DUS ER er a = 


The colossal statue standing on Bedloe Island 
in New York Harbor (now Liberty Island) has 
welcomed many thousands of immigrants and home 
coming Americans to the land of Liberty. Per- 
haps only a few realize that this statue was 

a gift from the people from another Republic 
that treasured the blessings of freedom and 
fought to obtain them. 


Soon after the Franco-German War, a group of 
Frenchmen proposed that a statue, symbolic of 
Liberty, be presented to the people of the 
United States. One of their number, Frederic 
August Bartholdi, was commissioned to execute © 
the work. Bartholdi, on a visit to the United | 
States, suggested that a site on Bedloe Island 
would enhance the representation of Liberty by 
projecting a panorama of the New York City sky- 
line as a background. Congress concurred, and 
on Febr. 22, 1877, authorized President Hayes 
to set aside a part of the island for the sta- 
tue's site. Plans had been laid in 1874 to 
raise funds for the construction of a pedestal 
or base for the statue. The World, a newspaper 
assisted in raising $300,000 for this purpose. 
In France, 180 cities, 40 general councils, 
many societies and thousands of individual 
people contributed $700,000 for the statue's 
construction by sculptor Bartholdi. 


The head of the statue was completed and on ex- 
hibition at the Paris Exposition in 1878. The 
forearm had been sent to America and had been 
on exhibition at the Centennial Exposition at 
Philadelphia in 1876. Transported to Madison 
Square, New York City, it remained on view 
until 1886. Meanwhile in Paris the frame- 
work and base had been put in place on Oct. 

24, 1881, with Levi P. Morton, the American 
Ambassador, driving the first rivet. All parts 
of the statue were finished in 1883; on July 4 
1887, M. De Lesseps, President of the French

committee, officially presented the statue to 
Ambassador Morton. The cornerstone of the 
pedestal was laid on Bedloe Island on Aug 5, 
1884. The French vessel, Isere, from Rouen 
France, landed the statue at New York late in 
June of 1885. The work of putting the parts 
together was begun in May 1886, and the statue 
was unveiled on October 28, 1886. 


The statue weighs 225 tons (450,000 lbs), 100 
tons being the weight of the bronze plate 
which is 3/16 of an inch thick. The pedestal 
of the statue is 89 feet in height and 62 feet 
square at the base. Forty persons Can stand 
in the head, and twelve in the torch. There 
are 161 steps in the statue from the pedestal 
to the head, and 54 rungs in the ladder in the 
uplifted arm. 


There are eleven points in the star. Liberty 
carries in her left arm, pressed against her 
side, a book representing the Law, which has 
on it the date, in block letters, "July 4, 
1776", emblematic of Liberty based on Law. A 
Little theater was installed in the statue in 
1935. A large relief map and skyline charts 
in the upper elevator enable visitors to iden 
tify the landmarks and skyscrapers in New York 
CAcy.. 


Bedloe Island is reached by a ferry from the 

Battery in New York. Named for Isaac Bedloe, 
the patentee for General Nicolls, it was ced- 
ed to the United States in 1800, having been 

previously used for quarantine purposes.

MARTHA WASHINGTON ONE DOLLAR SILVER CERTIFICATE 


Martha Washington portrait, obviously a late 
one, appears on the left side of obverse on 
the one dollar silver certificate = series 
1886...the first time a living female por- 
trait, although deceased, appeared on U. S. 
currency. Research shows none other to date. 
The same portrait is on the reverse of the 
1896 one-dollar silver certificate, first of 
the famous educational series. On left is 
Martha, and On-right is familiar bust of her 
husband George - First President and First 
Lady appearing together. Other female fig- 
ures on U. S. currency are compositions of 
various themes. 


Born Martha Dandridge on family plantation 
on Pamunkey River in Virginia, June 2, 1732- 
Gldest child of large family..short, slight 
and brown eyes, nicknamed "Patsy". At 18, 
married Col. Daniel Parke Custis, British 
Army, who died leaving two children, John 
Parke Custis, died 1781; and Martha Parke 
Husctis, who died at 17. 


When Martha Dandridge Custis married Col. 
George Washington in 1759, he formally adopt- 
ed the children, calling the girl "Little 
Patsy". They lived at Mt. Vernon, the Wash- 
ington plantation in Virginia. During the War 
of Independence, Martha was with the Colonel 
(later General) through Valley Forge, to end 
@t the war. They retired to Mt. Vernon til 
George was elected First President of U. S. 

in 1789, living in New York City and the new 
White House in Philadelphia in the summer of 
1790. After eight years as First Lady, Martha 
and George retired to Mt. Vernon. George died 
in 1799, and Martha in 1802. There were no 
children from this marriage....

MONEYssaes 


FEDERAL RESERVE NOTE, United States of America, One 
Dollar, This note is legal tender for all debts, pub- 
lic and private, 


This is our unit of value and medium of exchange in 
the United States world of high finance and inflation. 
You cannot eat it, wear it, fashion it into another 
article, yet it is money, and as money, is exchange- 
able for things to eat, to wear, or to transform into 
useful articles. 


Much has been said and written about the various things 
that have been used for money, Remember the expression 
"Worth his salt'' - salt, durable, portable, desireable 
and easy to divide, was money. Roman soldiers receiv- 
ed as part of their pay, a regular salt allowance, 
hence today we have the word 'salary'. Even slaves 
were sold for their weight in salt - think about the 
expression ‘worth his salt'. 


There was a time when money could even be consumed as 

a beverage. In the 18th century, rum was money in So 
Carolina; beer was part of the wage for miners in Eng- 
land in the 19th century. For centuries, tea was money 
in the Far EAst, and for ease of handling, was often 
pressed into bricks, Tobacco was money during Colonial 
times in our country, and the leaves actually circula- 
ted as money, later being replaced by receipts for the 
tobacco stored in warehouses, 


Money doesn't grow on trees, but the worlds first cur- 
rency was printed on paper made from the bark of the 
mulberry tree in the 13th century. And teeth are to 
bite and chew with, but they too have been money as 
have the scalp of the woodpecker. 


The use by man of cattle, furs, stones, beads, shells, 
potables, products of the soil and metals as money has 
given us many quotations; '"'Not for all the tea in 
China;'' ''Not worth a Continental''; "All that glit- 
ters is not gold''; 'The root of all evil'' and you too 
know of many more - like "dollars to doughnuts,'' etc. 
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Or there are quotes; ''Put your money where your mouth 
is''; ''Getting your money's worth!''; ''Putting in your 
two cents''; ''Money talks''; ''To have money is a fear, 
not to have it is a grief.'' Ben Franklin said: 
"Nothing but money is sweeter than honey.'' Another 
was ''No man will take counsel, but every man will take 
money, therefore money is better than counsel." 


Did you know that the expression ''How much can you raise 
in a pinch?" started with a form of payment of money 

in the days of the gold rush in the U.S.? Coinage was 
scarce or nonexistent. Gold dust, carried in a bag or 
pouch was money, the seller taking a pinch or two from 
the bag or pouch. 


In our world today, we deposit money in a bank and the 
banker pays us interest on our money, but in ancient 
times, those who deposited their money with the banker 
had to pay the banker for the safe keeping of their 
money. 


Today's banking is indeed a lot different than when 
Robert Morris tried to organize a bank in America in 
1781. Trying to sell $400,000 worth of stock in a 
banking company, he could only raise $70,000. so he 
borrowed what he needed from France and became so suc~ 
cessful that he can be accepted as the father of Ameri- 
can banking. 


So, the next time you open your purse or wallet for 
that Federal Reserve Note, pause for a moment and re- 
flect upon all the things that have been money, and 
could be still if civilization had not progressed to 
the point where a note would be acceptable as a medium 
of exchange.

EARLY EXPERIENCES OF A COIN COLLECTOR 


At the age of five, my Mother found two coins laying 
_aroung the house - an English penny of 1918 and a Chinese 
cash piece. She game them to me and I promptly played 
"buried treasure’ with the gold colored Chinese piece. 
_I hid my treasure so well that it was never recovered. 
The English coin I polished with an eraser and set aside. 
Fro some strange reason, it survived all other purgings 
,of my collection and remains in a place of honor today. 


The year I started noticing coins, people were complain- 
ing vehemently about those 'lead pennies' that were so 
easily confused with dimes. I became fascinated by the 
noticeable differences in the coins that passed through 
my hands. The pieces which were seen less frequently 
carried old dates - some before my parents were born. 
Since, years ago, 'pennies' were not popular in the area 
where I lived, no Indian Heads could be found in circula- 
tion, but everything else was available; Liberty Head 
nickels, Barber dimes, quarters, halves and an abundance 
of silver dollars. On one occasion, I remember buying 
-an ice cream cone with a shield nickel. TI culled these 
interesting coins from circulation and then spent them. 
Silver dollars held a special fascination for me. I 
received them as gifts, rolled across the floor to me 
and called 'cartwheels.' They circulated to a limited 
extent where I lived and carried the oldest dates of any 
coins found in circulation. I used to think they were 
"as old as the hills." 


I was constantly on the lookout for strange-looking coins 
and could spot an old one in a drawer of a merchants cash 
register from several feet away. I knew exactly the one 
I wanted and the cooperative merchant would invariably 
give me a quizzical look as I examined the coin, paid 
him for it, and walked off with my prize. These coins 
would be spent, along with the other old ones, when I 
needed cash for such necessities as water-pistols, toy 
cars, etc. 


Since there were no books about coins that I knew of, 
I guessed that the small "0" mark meant that a coin 
came from New Orleans; San Francisco and Denver were 
easy since what other cities had names that began with 
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Early experiences --- continued 


"S" or "D"? None, to my knowledge. When a silver dol- 
lar with a "CC" came into my possession, I correctly 
guessed that it must have come from Carson City. Sev- 
eral months after I spent it, I met a real coin col- 
lector - a man who worked with my dad. He told me 

that my "CC" silver dollar was worth several dollars. 
He showed me his coins. In an old tin bos were a half- 
cent of 1800, a cent of 1802, a silver dollar of 1844 
and many other unusual pieces. He gave me a penny from 
Hawaii as a memento of my visit. From that time on, I 
knew that real coin collectors had absolutely ‘ancient’ 
coins that were unavailable to the rest of us. 


One exciting day my dad brought home a real prize - a 
friend of his had been planting rose bushes when his 
shovel struck a metal object. When he removed the clay 
which surrounded the piece, a half-dollar appeared. It 
was minted across the bay in San Francisco back in 1868. 
That day it became mine! 


My grandparents came to visit and my grandmother gave 
me a bunch of stamps she had taken off of envelopes. 
Along with these was a large size dollar bill. It told 
about the large fines and prison sentences that were 
meted out to persons who attempted to counterfeit such 
paper. I was duly impressed and though I never became 
interested in paper money, I took seriously the note my 
grandmother had attached to the bill. It read: "See 
how long you can keep it." As I recently looked at the 
bill, I remembered that the note was written 30 years 
ago.

A dictionary defines "money" as ‘coin, Stamped metal 
on banknotes’. This definition may well apply to some 
of the 'money' of today, but 4t doesn't truly define 
ak 'money'. "Money" 4s and has been that which 4 
necognized and accepted as a untt of value and medium 
04 exchange. 


Over the centuries of man's existence, money has been 
many things other than coin, stamped metal or banknotes, 
and was the result of man's need for Some common de- 
nominator of value between all things and services that 
man had to offer for exchange or sake, and that another 
man had to offer in exchange or to buy. 


Early man, perhaps with a surplus of a particular <tem 
and desiring an articke held by a neighbor, formulated 
the idea of an exchange or trade of the <tems, «nitrat- 
ing the barter system...a system that even today 44 part 
of mans existence - The farmer who trades his Labor for 
a shane in the crops, the automobile dealer who accepts 
your old car as partial payment on a new car are cnty 
Several examples of the barter system. 


This direct exchange of one commodity for another 44 

not only inconvenient but time-consuming for a man hav- 
ing one thing to trade must find a man who not only want 
that particular thing, but must have something accept- 
able to trade. Also, the items to be traded may be of 
unequal value, 40 that one man must offer something more 
to equalize the exchange, causing further problem. | 


Later man became award that a particular things or ob- 
ject was used on desired by nearty alk his nerghbors, — 
and that this item was abso available though in Limited 
quantity. This thing or object soon then became the + 
dard measure by which other things were compared to in © 
bartering. This one thing also was exchanged in trade 
for other things and even held as a Stone or ACSeAVE Of 
purchasing power. It was a medium of exchange "money" 
of 4ts tkme.

What particular object or commodity chosen as the 
standard unit of trade depended upon many factors -- 
man Living near the sea adopted a particular sherk, 
§45h hooks, or an item associated with his habitat. 
Infand man chose hides or furs of the animal, especi- 
ally those subjected to the chill of winter. Of 
course man in the waumer ckimates chose for his mediwn 
0§ exchange those things that gave him the opportunity 
to gratify the Lust for personak adornment - beads, 
teeth, claws, feathers, tools of the hunt or war -- 
StALL in use in some parts of our today's workd. 


As man progressed to the taming and breeding of ani- 
mals, his wealth became on consisted of his herd of 
animals, thus the unit of his herd became the unit 
of value tn the medium of exchange. Our word 'pecu- 
niary' comes from the Latin pecunia (money) which 
comes ftom 'pecus' (cattle). 


The use of animals as a unit of value and medium of 
exchange had many disadvantages - not onky did the 
animal require taking caer of and feeding, but it 
nestructed ts use as a medium of exchange to a small 
district and was of no use in small trades. Even 
when man came to the use of metals as a medium of ex- 
change, he generally measured or weighed out a unit 
04 value equivalent to an ox. 


The adoption of metal as a unit of value and medium 
0f exchange was a natural, for copper and gold are 
often found in the pure state and being maleable, 
and easily worked, became desireable as an ornament , 
an AmpLement used in the chase fOr game, OA An War, 
perhaps even as a took in the primitive agriculture- 
Copper being much desired for use in household uten- 
Sikh. The desineability, its maleability and its 
more eassky transportation were qualities that, with 
the discovery of silver, tin and Anon, placed metals 
as the unit of value and the medium of exchange. This 
acceptance of a metaklic medium of exchange expanded 
the horizon of mans trade but then the disparrty of

purity and weight of these different units of value | 
probabky Led man to feek the need for something that 
could be neadily identified and accepted as a stan- 
dand untt of value. 


Thus the invention of coinage, a unit of value, 
Adentifiable as to weight and purity, easily trans- 
ported, easy to stone for future trade or exchange. 
A medium of exchange or a commodity money whose 
value 45 approximately that equak to the value of 
the metak contained in Lt. In creating the monetary 
system of the United States, the unit of vakue was 
estabkhished in a commodity unit of a dollar - this 
dollar to contain the amount of metal in purcty and 
weight equivalent to the vakue of the metak. Unfor- 
tunately we no Longer have the commodity dollar - 
mone of that later. 


As trade by the people of the world expanded, <t be- 
came mone difficult and dangerous to transport Large 
amounts of this metallic money over any distance, 

so 4t came about a system of credit money which 44 
in use today in many forms. That 4s, any credit 
Anstriument that 45 wideky accepted in payment for 
goods on Services in Settlement of debts without 
neference to the standing of the person offering n 
payment, 45 credit money. 


Money which the debtor is authorized by Law to offer 
in payment of debt is called Legal tender - banknotes 
and much of the paper money cssued in the past are 
examples of Legal tender. In the United States, the 
Demand Notes of the United States issued in 1861 4 
a good example of our first issue of Legal tender. 


When a government adopts one of the precious metals, 
de, gold on sikver, as a Standard unit of vatue, «t 
usuakly issues subsidiary coin units made of a cheaper 
metal, Such as copper, aluminum or nickel, with an un- 
plied on express promise to redeem them in the stan- 
dard money. This cotnage 4s credit money, sometunes 
called token or minor coins.

La Fo! Money 


Fiat (Let <t be done) money is that issued by a Govern 
dng body that takes a piece of metal or paper with 

no intrinsic value and imprints upon it a value with- 
out Spectfying any prospect of redeeming it with in- 
tunsic value, and places it in general circulation 
as money. Legak tender power, or at Least acceptance 
dn payment of a debt to the government if necessary 
to give general acceptability of fiat money. UnfoA- 
tunateky, fiat money issued by governments in the 
past has proven worthless as a permanent medium Of 
exchange. 


It has been tre in the past that some common denomi- 
naton of vakue 4s needed as an aid to barter. Man 
chose as a unit of measure in value that which was 
generally desired and available, such as the sherk, 
the ox, furs, etc., and then the metals. Even our 
government in formulating its system of exchange media 
elected to use a specified amount and pureness Of 
metak as its unit of value as an exchange medium. 

But today we have had commodity money, Legak tender 
on credit money, fiat money, the money of account 
which may be any unit decreed by Law, or custom, it 
may be an uncoined dollar, a claim upon a bank, or 

a nicely engraved piece of paper bearing the portrait 
0f a man and the Legend "Federal Reserve Note One 
Doklar".

Charles A. Lindbergh was born February 2, 1902 in Detroit, 
Mich., but lived in Minnesota for most of his early 
life. 


He attended the University of Wisconsin until 1922 
when he enrolled for flying lessons at $500. He gave 
flying lessons and charged $5 a ride to the eager 
public. He also dazzled audiences with air acrobatics 
and finally became a pilot. In 1923 he bought his own 
plane and 3 years later became an airmail pilot. 


About this time he heard of an offer of $25,000 cash 
prize to the first person to go non stop in either 
- direction between New York and Paris. He decided to 
attempt this in a one passenger plane and found 
backers in St. Louis. After several companies had 
turned him down, Ryan Aircraft of San Diego agreed 
to build it. He spent several weeks in San Diego 
overseeing his plane which was named eSpiric oT 
St. outs”. 


The plane held 451 gallons of fuel--good for 4,210 

miles (the route covered 3,610 miles). Top speed 

was 129 MPH and cruised at 97. On May 10, he left 

the west coast for Long Island, N.Y. He stopped once 

- Gn St. Louis and reached his destination in 21 hours 
40 minutes, a trans-continental record. 


He left Roosevelt Field, May 20, 1927 at 7:45 am 
in the rain traveling with no radio equipment. 


. By the time he flew over Ireland on his second day 
aloft, radio alerted the world of his escapade and 
by evening he had reached France and was headed 

- toward Paris. He landed at 10:21 pm. His flying 
time had been 33 hours, 30 minutes. “Lucky Lindy" 
heard President Coolidge say of him, "Our 
messenger of peace and good will has broken down 
another barrier of time and space."

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GOLD QUARTERS AND HALVES... 


quarters, halves and dollars, called 
State gold pieces, but they were sold by 
M. E. Hart Co. at the Panama Pacific Ex- 
position at San Francisco in 1915 at Sou 
venirs. These issues were sold in sets 
consisting of a gold quarter, half and 
dollar in 10 carat fineness, from the 
states of Idaho, Nevada, Montana, Oregon 
Washington and Utah, all bearing the 
date: :4b914.".. 


The Hart Company specialized in the sale 
of Exposition souvenirs, coin, medals, 
paper money and other specialties, in- 
cluding the official Panama Pacific Gold 
set, which was offered at double face 
value. Hart Co. was not the manufactur- 
er of any of the items they sold, so it 
is difficult to trace the origin of many 
of their items. It is interesting to note 
that Hart Co. also sold two types of $50 
imitation gold slugs. 


The small gold token coins are all quite 
rare today, and are seldom encountered 

but their acugisition and study in research 
would provide an extremely interesting 
field of endeavor for an inquisitive 
collector to pursue.

GOLD QUARTERS AND HALVES 


Although not an official coinage of the Uni- 
ted States, the smallest denomination of gold 
ever issued in this nation in the form of 
coin, are the quarter and half dollar tokens 
(coin) issued by private gold producers and 
others in California following the gold rush 
of 1849, and were in a measure a necessity 
for the reason that small currency was very 
scarce on the west coast at that time. 


The interest generated by and for the small 
coins prompted the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition Souvenir Coin Department to have pri- 
vately minted gold pieces comparable to the 
California gold quarters and halves as com- 
panions for the Louisiana souvenir gold dol- 
lar. Not to be confused with the United State 
issue of two gold one-dollar coins as souve- 
nirs of the exposition, these small coin 
tokens were made from gold mined in the Loui- 
siana Territory and in design are typical 

of the territory and its centennial cele- 
bration. The obverse bears a fleur-de-lis 
with L.P.E. in the extended points, sur- 
rounding are fourteen stars, representing 
the fourteen Louisiana states and the date 
1904. The reverse is inscribed with the 
fractions 1/4, 1/2 or 1, surrounded by 
"Louisiana Gold". The pieces were in no way 
represented as coin, being classed and sold 
as medals. 


If purchased with Louisiana Souvenir Gold 
dollar as a set, these diminutive gold pieces 
were sold for $3.75; without the doller, the 
guarter and half sold for double faced. 

50¢ and $1 respectively. 


Little is known about the origin of the gold 
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NOTES ON THE LINCOLN FIVE DOLLAR 
FEDERAL RESERVE NOTE..... 


The Lincoln Memorial Building is on the 
reverse of the Five Dollar Federal Res- 
erve note, beginning series 1928, and 
beginning series 1963, the motto "IN 
GOD WE TRUST" is also included over the 
building in a scroll. 


The Lincoln Memorial Building, in West 
Potomac Park, was dedicated on Memorial 
Day, May 30, 1922. It was built on bed 
rock, made of white Colorado Yule marble. 


The frieze above the 36 columns bears 
the names of the 36 states existing at 
the time of Lincoln's death on Adsl ies, 
1864. 


On the attic parapet are the names of the 
48 states that existed in 1922. 


Inside are three memorials to the Presi- 
dent. In the center is the seated figure 
of Lincoln, a flag in marble is draped 
over the back of the chair. 


On the north wall is inscribed the second 
inaugural address, and on the south wall 
is inscribed the Gettysburg Address.

There have been several periods, since the United States 


began to coin money, that brought about a sertous short- 
age of small coins, which made it necessary for business 
firms to supply their needs for small coins by the 

tssue of tokens, redeemable in legal money by the firms 
tssutng the tokens. 


May 10, 1887the major banks tn New York City closed 
thetr doors and the ensuing panic all over the nation 
caused other banks to follow suit. Depression enveloped 
the country, like the smoke of a prairie fire, agri- 
culture prices skidded downward, farm surpluses clogged 
the market, and farmers could not meet their mortgage 
payments due on their lands. In this year of 1837 the 
natton suffered its first major financial collapse, 
the result of banking polictes and the feverish specu- 
Latton tn publie lands during the administration of 
Andrew Jackson. 


A shortage of coins resulted tn the collapse of the 
system and many business firms resorted to the issue 
of copper tokens, the size of the United States large 
cent in use at the time. The types of these tokens 
were of two general classes, one strongly political, 
with devices and insertpttons giving vivid expression 
to the popular slogans of the day; whtle the other 
type simply bore the advertisement of the merchant who 
tssued the token. These token emisstons continued 
through the year of 1842 and today we recognize these 
tokens as "Hard Times Tokens". 


Again throughout the period of the Civil War the 
shortage of small cotns gave rise to an enormous tssue 
of token cotnage, emulating the current small cotns 
of the nation. Mostly struck tn copper, though there 
were other metals also used tn thetr manufacture. 
Today we know these pteces as "Civtl War Tokens" and 
"Merchants Cards", the former bearing types of a pol- 
ttteal character and the latter, as tn 1837-1842, 
having stmply the names of bustness firms or adver- 
tisements. Many of the "Civil War Tokens" possess a 
general character and were evtdently produced in 
quantity and sold wherever there was a need or demand 
for them. Thousands of business firms throughout the 
northern United States resorted to the use of copper 
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token and sad to say there were many of these tokens 
never redeemed tin lawful money by those who issued them. 
Among the more notortous of those who refused to redeem 
the tokens was a New York saloonkeeper, Lindemueller, 
who, when the Third Avenue Ratlroad of New York 
presented a large number of his tokens to him for 
redemptton, laughingly refused to redeem them. Although 
the ratlroad had accepted the tokens in the course of 
thetr bustness there was no way open for redress as 

the tokens were not legal tender, and the ratlroad 

had to absorb the loss. Thts practice of some firms 
and tndivtduals certainly attracted the attentton of 
the government and legtslatiton was enacted tn 1864 
forbidding any private tndivtduals to tssue any form 

of money. Thts ended the emission of the "Civil War 
Token". 


The "Hard Times" and "Civil War" tokens are only a 
small part of the many tokens tssued in our United 
States, But they are a vital part of our numismatic 
history of the nation, and the collecting, attribution 
and study of them can and will gtve hours of pleasure 
and certainly broaden one's knowledge of this great 
natton.

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LABOR DAY NOTES 


When the American Colonies started laborers could, 

in a few short years, make enough to start their own 
business, as wages were twice that paid in the Old 
World where Guilds were entrenched. After 1776, 

Labor started organizing in many towns patterned after 
Guilds and Mutual Benefit Societies, Slavery was 
abolished in New York state on July 4, 1827. 


1827 - The first city-wide, Union of Unions,was formed 
in Philadelphia and was known as Mechanics Union of 
Trades Association. 


1830 - The right to vote was extended to workmen who 
did not own property in most Eastern industrial states, 


1835 - Philadelphia general strike involving plumbers 
and most other building trades resulted in the 10-hour 


day. 


1869 - Financial "Black Friday" September 14, caused by 
gold corner attempt. Also 8-hour day for Federal 
employees was established by Act of Congress with first 
permanent Labor Lobby in Washington. 


1881 - August 2, Federation of Organized Trades and 
Labor formed at Terre Haute, Indiana. 


1882 ~ September, First Labor Day Celebration in New 
York City. 


1886 - December 8, Federation of Organized Tades and 
Labor Unions joined with 25 Independent Unions to form 
the American Federation of Labor (AFL). 


1889 - United Association of Journeymen and Apprentices 
of the Plumbing and Pipefitting Industry of the United 
States and Canada organized (UA). 


1894 - LABOR DAY first Monday in September was made a 
Legal Holiday by an Act of Congreee. 
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Labor Day - continued... 


1903 - February 14. Department of Commerce and Labor 
was created by Act of Congress. It was divided into 
separate departments on March 4, 1913. 


1938 - Congress of Industrial Workers, a group of 
affiliated labor unions formed in United States and 
Canada as "Congress of Industrial Organization"(CIO). 


1955 - Merger of AFL and CIC with an estimated number 
of members as 15 million. 


San Diego Note 
1900 - U.A. Local union #230 was chartered in San Diego 
California on 6th of November.

NOTES ON UNITED STATES REGULAR ISSUE COINS... 


The Trade dollar issued for trade in the Orient to 
compete with the Mexican Peso - short-lived from 1875 
to 1885, but from 1879 to 1885 were proofs, total was 
less than 6,500 'P". Mints were P/CC/S. 420 grains 
of 90% silver, 38.1 mm. Total mintage was nearly 
36 million. 


The dollar starts 1794, in 184 years, none were made 
for 88 years. So 96 years of dollars from 5 mints - 
P/)/S/CC/D in silver. The 1971 to date were 40% sil- 
ver from "S" mint in Unc and Proof - circulated in CN. 
1805 to 1839 - none were made; 1836, 38 and 39 were 
patterns- 1858 estimated 8 proofs only; 1905 to 
1920,1929 to 33 and 1936 to 1970 date inclusive. 

Some restrike proofs 1801-02 - 03. Six main types; 
very many varieties. Proofs start 1860. Early mint- 
age over a million... later mintage Std Lib about 

6 1/2 million; Morgan about 749 million and the Peace 
dollar was about 190 million. Over 270 million silver 
dollars were melted under Pittman Act of April 1918. 


The Half Dollar - (50¢) stars 1794, in 184 years 

none wer made for twelve of these years so 172 years 
from 5 mints P-O-S-CC-D... years none were made were 
1798-99-1800-04-16. Also, none 1922-24/25/26/30/31/32 
They were made every year from 1839 to 1921 inclusive- 
82 years and from 1948 to date. Eight main types = 
many varieties. Proofs started in 1860. Last year 
for silver coins was 1964 - then clad copper nickel 
for circulation. The 1970D Unc is worth three of the 
1970S proof because it is in Mint Set only. The 
Kennedy half dollar first issued in silver in 1964; 
then in 40% clad silver from 1965 through 1970, and 
cupro nickel clad copper starting in 1971. Mint marks 
(rev) 1964 and obverse from 1968. In the first eight 
years of issue, more were made than in the combined 
production of all the years since 1794...

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TOBACCO -- 


‘WARNING: THE SURGEON GENERAL HAS DETERMINED 


THAT CIGARETTE SMOKING IS DANGEROUS TO YOUR 
HEALTH. ’ 


....these words are familiar to all Americans today, 
and there is a concentrated effort being waged to ban 
the use of tobacco in the United States. Harmful 
though its use may be from a standpoint of health, 
one must credit tobacco with much of the success of 
the trade of the Colonies and of having been the means 
of providing the colonies with a medium of exchange. 


During the colonial times, there was no acceptable med- 
ium of exchange,for the mother countries of the colo - 
nies failed to provide them with any assistance in the 
financial structure of their settlements. Domestic 
trade in the colonies was entirely dependent upon the 
barter system. 


John Rolfe was among those who left England in 1607 

to colonize America. This group established Jamestown, 
Virginia. Rolfe, with knowledge gained from the Ameri- 
can Indians, obtained some seeds of a plant of the 
nightshade family, called by the Indians 'tobacco', 
which he planted and successfully grew a crop of.... 

By 1617, tobacco had become so popular and was so much 
in demand that its cultivation and distribution domi- 
nated the economic life of Virginia and other southern 
colonies. 


lt was only natural that the colonist began making use 
of tobacco as a medium of exchange - there being little 
or no coin available to the colonist. 


In the year 1633, tobacco had become so fixed as a 
measure of value and medium of exchange that an Act of 
Assembly demonetized it. But, due to pressure from the 
public, the law was ignored and though it took nine 
years, it was finally annulled. Written into the Act 
of 1642 were the words: ''Any debts not contracted in 
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tobacco were not recoverable by law,'’ establishing 
tobacco as the standard of exchange and acceptable 
in payment of taxes. 


Tobacco remained as a medium of exchange for almost 
150 years - in fact tobacco would purchase the 

most valuable commodity for from 100 to 150 pounds 
of tobacco bought many a good wife. 


Thus the product tobacco, most extensively employed 
in the place of coined money did in the colonies pro- 
vide a medium of exchange for a number of years which 
made possible the conduct of domestic and foreign 
trade. 


Enormous production of tobacco plant finally entail- 
ed the restriction of its use as a medium of exchange 
and though tobacco use is now universal, it is no 
longer negotiable.

It was really a good feeling to see that so many of 
you responded and brought exhibits to the last meeting. 
It wasn't all that difficult, now was it? 


Now then, that we have the momentum started, perhaps 
we can have some real competition for the Exhibitor 
of the Year award in 1978. In 1977, we started off 
with five people bringing exhibits, and then it had 

an abrupt letdown, and Kay ended up with the sole dis- 
play. It isn't always easy to think of something to 
bring, but at the next meeting, we will work together 
on deciding what we want to do in the future. Perhaps 
_we can have a theme each month. Editor Dorothy al- 
ways suggests ideas in the Bulletin, and some of them 
are not difficult to follow. 


Now for the program that we plan to pursue in Novem- 
ber and later, if it proves worthwhile. Most of us 
have some items at home that we have not been able to 
identify. I use the term "Unidentified Numismatic 
Objects (UNO's)".

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Kay‘s message - continued; 


In the process, I have rediscovered material that I 
forgot that we had. Now that's pretty bad...It isn't 
as if the coins are not interesting - they are, and 
they need more study. But in the course of events, 
more important items came up on the agenda and these 
things were put in a drawer and it was out of sight-- 
out of mind. In another case, I knew that I had 
PNC's from CSNA and Coinarama. I bought them to sup- 
port these organizations. When I gathered them all 
into one place, I wondered what to do with them, so 
at the last CSNA meeting in Pasadena, I exhibited 
PNC's of CSNA conventions and took home a second 
place award. These PNC's all tell a story and in look- 
ing at them, I could remember the convention and some 
of the events that were associated with it. 


Making an evaluation of your material is also a good 
idea. It aids in identifying those coins that have 
had appreciation and also shows you that you have 
been keeping material that is worth only face value 
and might just as well be spent. At least it has 
done that for us. Also, through the years collect- 
ing tastes change and you might find material that 
you'll want to bring to the swap sessions that some- 
one else would appreciate.

Carolina, 
Rhode Island and in 1781, Maryland. 


In the first article of this instrument, among others, 
power to establish a uniform currency. In order to 
finance the Revolutionary War, currency in the form 
of notes were issued, known as Continental Currency. 
The depreciation of these notes is the source of the 
expression, "not worth a Continental". No provision 
was made for any coinage to alleviate the great need 
for coins with which to conduct the local business. 
Coins were not only issued by some of the States, but 
a large amount of coppers were emitted by private per- 
sons, while other coinage was foisted upon the public 
by speculators from abroad. These issues had not 
only a serious threat to the economy, but pointed up 
the need for a national coinage as a remedy for the 
existing evils. 


It was not until 1782 when preliminary steps were taken 
toward a national coinage, when "Congress" directed 

the Financier of the Confederation, Robert Morris, to 
present his views upon the subject of coins and currency. 
This report, prepared by Ass't Financier Gouvernier 
Morris and presented to Congress by Thomas Jefferson, 
was repeatedly discussed in Congress, but nothing was 
done until 1784, when a committee report was submitted 
by Mr. Jefferson, recommending the establishing of 

a decimal system of coinage, and the striking of four

coins, viz: a golden piece of the value of ten dollars 
a dollar in silver; a tenth of a dollar, also in sil- 
ver, and a hundredth of a dollar in copper. 


Although Congress had proceeded thus far in the es- 
tablishment of a national coinage, nothing was done 

to bring the project to reality. In 1787, the Board 
of Treasury reported several propositions from private 
coineers for the coinage of copper. A congressional 
committee was appointed to study these proposals and 
this committee recommended that the proposal of a Mr. 
James Jarvis be accepted. Congress instructed the 
Board of Treasury to contract with Mr. Jarvis for 300 
tons of copper coin, which was to conform to the stan- 
dard adopted in the report of Mr. Jefferson. 


The devices and inscriptions for this coinage were als 
regulated by an act of Congress, as follows: July. 62 
1787 - Resolved that the Board of Treasury direct the 
contractor for the copper coinage to stamp on one side 
of each piece the following device-viz; Thirteen circl 
linked together, a small circle in the middle, with th 
motto "UNITED STATES," round it; and in the center, 
the words, "We Are One" and on the other side of the 
same piece, the following devices; viz: A dial with 
the hours expressed on the face of it; a meridian sun 
above, on one side of which is to be the word FUGIO 
and on the other, the year in figures, 1787. The word 
MIND YOUR BUSINESS, inscribed beneath the dial which 
have gained for this piece the name of "Franklin Cent" 
appear to have been added without the authority of Con: 
gress; and it may have indeed been suggested by Frank- 
Lins 


A portion of these coins were minted at a mint in New 
Haven Conn., of which Mr. Jarvis was a partner. The 
remainder were minted at Rupert VT, owned by a Mr. Har- 
mon, the dies having been transported there by Abel 
Buel, who also was a partner in the New Haven Mint.

coinage of the "FUGIO", then there must have been 
in excess of 7,000,000 pieces minted. Emissions are 
also from a ‘copy dies' circa 1860. There are a 
number of varieties known of the FUGIO, and three 
pairs of original dies are still in existence.

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TOKENS 


It has been said that no series of coinage 
tells the story and history of the common 
people and of their times as well as the minor 
coins and tokens of a nation during certain 
periods of time. 


In our country, the token coinage of Colonial 
times, the tradesman tokens of the 1837-41 
period and the token coinage of the Civil War 
era give credence to this statement. 


On occasion, coin collectors acquire tokens of 
English origin that give an insight view to 
the common peoples times in England during 
certain periods of that nations existence. 


In the 16th Century, Queen Elizabeth (1558- 
1602) permitted municipal tokens to be issued. 
This first token coinage was issued by the 
towns of Oxford, Bristol and Worcester. When 
James I became King of England in 1603, he 
decreed that this token issue cease because 
they were an infringement of royal prerogative 
and an offense against the crown. However, in 
1613, he granted a patent to Lord Harrington, 
permitting him to strike and issue royal cop- 
per tokens, the value of a farthing. These 
tokens were refused acceptance by the people 
for their size was so small that the people 
thought they were being victimized. Similar 
token issues were attempted under the grant 

of Charles I, but were again refused by the 
people, though the patent for their issue had 
passed from Lord Harrington to the Duchess of 
Richmond in 1624, and passed again to Lord 
Maltravers in 1634. 


The English Civil War brought about a short- 


age of coinage and in 1648, issues of private 
and tradesman tokens made their first appear- 
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TOKENS -conTINUED 


ance. This date marks the start of the 17th 
Century English tokens. Struck mostly in cop- 
per, though some were in brass, these tokens 
were accepted and commonly in use before the 
execution of King Charles I, and as there was 
no authorized issue or striking of copper coin- 
age during the regime of the Commonwealth and 
Protectorate (1649-1660) towns and traders 

took it into their own hands to strike and 
issue small change. Between 1648 and 1672, 
there was an enormous and varied issue of 

these tokens. Mostly in the value of a farth- 
ing or half penny, with some penny denomina- 
tion were issued. To combat this deluge of 
token money, King Charles II (1660-1685) struck 
and issued a regal copper coinage of small de- 
nomination in 1672, which effectively halted 
the emission of privately struck and issued 
coinage. 


This period of token coinage (1648-72) will 
provide for the interested coin collector a 
wide field to explore. Even the municipal to- 
kens give an insight to the common people, 
for though they were authorized by a town, 
they were usually issued by various persons 
in authority - mayor, chamberlain, warden, 
treasurer, high-bailiff, sword bearer, con- 
stable, or church warden. Tokens were also 
issued by trade guilds, inn-keepers, corpora- 
tions, merchants, individuals and so on. De- 
vices employed in token design in many cases 
later became trade marks of many of the mer- 
chants who issued tokens. Taverns and local 
pubs of that day were a news and gossip center 
for very few of the common people could read 
or write, and newspapers were just beginning 
to be circulated, alomost exclusively to the 
aristocracy. Taverns and pubs usually gave 
their own tokens in change and very often 
were only redeemable at the place of issue.

During the reign of King George ITI (1727-60) 
Silver was coined spasmodically and no copper 
coinage was struck after 1754, thus setting 
the stage for another avalanch of token coin- 
age, which began perhaps in 1787, when the 
Anglesey Copper Mining Co struck penny and 
half penny tokens. From 1787 through 1797, 
the issuance of tokens was by most cities, 
towns, companies, traders, merchants, firms 
and factories, as well as a number of indivi- 
duals in the nation. 


Token Design presents an immense variety of 
types, featuring Kings, Queens, Princesses, 
Princes, Coats of Arms, political events and 
people, local legends, buildings, mines, 
forts and individuals. Interesting Subjects 
are also featured, including political and 
social satire, advertisements, and subjects 
of general interest to the public. No doubt 
the token from Coventry depictint the nude 
Lady Godiva's ride in protest of her hus- 
bands actions, and the negro in chains ask- 
ing "Am I not a brother" are two that are 
more familiar to the collector. 


In 1797, King George III (1760-1820) took 
Steps to resume coinage and authorized and 
commissioned the firm of Boulto and Watts to 
Strike the large thick one and two penny 
coins, which are known as cartwheels because 
of their size and thickness. With this issue 
of royal coinage, token coinage issues were 
declared illegal and suppressed, but during 
the Napoleonic Wars, there was so great a 
wave of prosperity in the Industrial dis- 
tricts that there was generated a great need 
for small change, so again, in 1811, tokens 
made an appearance. On this occasion, sil- 
ver aS well as copper tokens were struck and 
issued. These, with two exceptions, were 
Suppressed before the last coinage of 
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TOKENS - CONTINUED.... 


Acquire and study these English Tokens, for 
they can take you back in history and permit 
you to view castles, towns, factories, build- 
ings, street scenes, people, and royalty that 
has long since departed this life, but live 
on in the designs of these tokens. Get ac- 
quainted with the times of the common people 
through a 250 year period of history, and 

you will also increase your numismatic know- 
ledge.
